San Francisco, August 5th.—Commanil- 
or-in-Chief Burdette presided at to-day’s 
session of the National Encampment. After 
the transaction of some unimportant busi­ 
ness, announcements from the General 
Committee of Management, with reference 
to excursions, were made. 
It was announced lhat the members of 
the National Encampment will be furnished 
with free transportation on Monday, Tues­ 
day and Wednesday (Oakland, San Jose 
and Sacramento days), but they will have 
to pay for their wives and other members 
of their family at half-rates. 
The Committee on Rules and Regulations 
reported on several proposed amendments 
to the rules and regulations, as follows : 
On a recommendation from the Depart­ 
ment of Pennsylvania to extend the times 
at which the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Council of Administration may set the 
meeting of the National Encampment from 
any date between May 1st and September 
1st to any date between April 1st and No­ 
vember 1st, the committee reported ad­ 
versely, aud on rising vote the committee's 
report was sustained. 
A proposition to amend the article on 
Memorial Day so that when the 30ih of 
May falls on Sunday the preceding day 
shall be observed, was adopted. 
An amendment allowing applications for 
membership to be withdrawn any time be­ 
fore ballot, was adopted. 
A recommendation from the Department 
of Nebraska that the rules and regulations 
be so amended that the Post Quartermaster 
shall beappointed by the Post Commander, 
instead of elected, was adopted. 
A proposition that the tactics used by 
the United States Army (Upton’s) be adopt­ 
ed as the tactics of the G. A. R., was re­ 
jected, the committee believing that no 
special tactics should be adopted, and the 
eucampment concurred. 
A recommendation that the Rules and 
Regulations be so amended that Past Post 
Commanders and Past Department Com­ 
manders shall not have scats, voice and 
vote in Department Encampments, and 
that Past Department Commanders and 
the Junior Vice Department Commander^ 
shall not have seat, voice and vote in the 
National Encampment, came up on recom­ 
mendation from California and other de­ 
partments. The committee reported ad­ 
versely. Pending discussion at 1:30 r. m. 
the encampment took a recess. 
l a d ie s’ b e l ie f c o r ps. 
At the opening of the session this morn­ 
ing Mrs. Tilly ¡shearer, of Fair Oaks Corps, 
was appointed conductor for the day, 
assisted by four other ladies. 
Mrs. Kate B. Sherwood, of Toledo, Ohio. 
Past National President, was announced 
and introduced to the Convention. 
Mrs. E. D. Kinne rend an extract from 
the proceedings of the G. A. R. Encamp­ 
ment, in which Commander Burdette an­ 
nounced a ruling to the effect that the Re­ 
lief Corps is a distinct organization, always 
independent of any other, and is so recog­ 
nized by the Grand Army.

About l,5U0 Grand Army excursionists 
went to Santa Cruz to-day, where a grand 
reception was tendered them. 
Companies C and G, of the First Infantry, 
N. G. 0., gave a reception this evening to 
their lady friends and the Kansas visitors, 
and a grand banquet was given to the offi­ 
cers and members of the National Encamp­ 
ment, in Odd Fellows’ Hall. 
To-morrow there will be excursions to 
Monterey and the Sonoma Redwoods, 
touching at interesting places on the way.

The place was 
packed with a large crowd of the delegations 
and friends. Among those seated on the 
stage were General and Mrs. Logan, Gov­ 
ernor Alger, of Michigan ; Governor 
Rotie, of Maine ; the celebrated Corporal 
Tanner, who is one of the prominent can­ 
didates for Commander-in-Chief. and a 
number of well-known citizens of the 
city. After an overture by the orchestra, 
General Logan was introduced.

San Francisco, August 5th.—The I’a- 
yilion was again crowded to-night with a 
dense mass of people to listen to the repe­ 
tition of the grand concert of last night of 
700 voices, given to the Grand Army of the 
Republic. As early as 0 o’clock Market 
and Larkin streets were crowded for blocks 
on each side with crowds of people deter­ 
mined not to he shut out of the building 
as they were last night. The crush was 
tremendous, and although fully 10,000 
managed to get iu, there were still many 
unable to obtain an entrance. These con­ 
certs have proved a great success, and cre­ 
ated the greatest enthusiasm. 
BARBECUE AT SANTA CRUZ. 
Santa Cat /, August 5th.— The Grand 
Army veterans were tendered a barbecue 
here to-day, which was one of the finest 
affairs of the kind ever seen. Two thou­ 
sand people were provided with dinner in 
an artificial bower of evergreens on tiie 
plaza. The floral decorations surpassed 
anything in this line ever seen before, and 
the entertainment was a grand success, and 
was spoken of in the highest terms by the 
visiting veterans. 
PREPARATIONS TO RECEIVE THE VETERANS AT 
SAN JOSE. 
San Jose, August 5th.—Extensive prep­ 
arations are being made for the entertain­ 
ment of visitors on San Jose Day, August 
10th, and the old soldiers will always carry 
with them pleasant recollections of their 
visit to this city. Many of the business 
houses are beautifully decorated. Ono 
striking feature will be the mammoth elec­ 
tric tower, which will be decorated with 
flags, bunting, evergreens, flowers, por­ 
traits, emblems, etc., and will present a 
magnificent speetucle. The work of ar­ 
ranging the refreshment tables among the 
cypress trees of St. James I’ark has begun, 
aud it is expected this part of the enter­ 
tainment will be a complete success. An­ 
other pleasing feature will he the drive 
through the willows and to other points of 
interest. By information received at head­ 
quarters it is expected that a large portion 
of the visitors will come here. 


FO REIGN NEW S. 
House of Cuminou*. 
London, August 5th.—Parliament reas­ 
sembled iliis afternoon. Gladstone, when 
he went into the Commons, took a seat on 
the front opposition bench. 
His advent 
was unnoticed. Chamberlain soon after­ 
wards entered and sat down on the same 
bench, which was occupied also by liart- 
ingtoii and John Murhy, Gladstone’s Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, Harrington sitting 
between Morley and Chamberlain. The 
Premier rose and went over to the Radical 
dissentient leader, shook hands with him 
cordially and held a conversation with him 
and with Harrington. The Right Hon. 
Arthur Wellesley Peel, a Liberal member, 
was re-elected Speaker. 
Advance in the l'rice oí Wool. 
London, August 5th.—Since the close of 
the recent scries of wool sales, an active de­ 
mand has prevailed for wooi, and 6,000 
bales of Australian and Cape have been 
sold at Id advance in prices. A further rise 
is developing. A series of sales was opened 
at Antwerp on August 2d, and the attend­ 
ance of purchasers was large. Prices were 
25 per cent, dearer than those of May. 
Tea Trains on the Canadian Paciiic. 
Ottawa (Ont.), August 5th.—A traiii of 
thirteen cars, containing the second lead of 
tea direct from Y'okohama, has arrived at 
Winnipeg. Eight ears go to Brooklyn, 
two to Montreal, and three to Chicago. 
Another train of ten ears is on the way 
from Victoria to Montreal.

K xtra Session ami Irrigation—Expressions 
of the State Press. 
If it was the law of this State (which we 
do not believe) that when Ihe riparian 
owners acquired their property they like­ 
wise acquired the right of insisting that the 
waters of streams traversing that property 
should roach them undiminished in vol­ 
ume, a whole library of State statutes and 
Constitutional enactments cannot impair 
that right.—5 F. Chronicle. 
Every owner of land forming the margin 
of a stream in this county is to-day and for 
many years has been in full possession of 
all his riparian rights. But of what avail 
have those rights been to him ? He does 
not take water from the river to irrigate his 
land. He simply lets it run unhindered by 
to the next riparian owner, who in turn 
permits it to (low to the next, and so on, 
until it finally reaches tide-level.—Stockton 
Mail. 
The members should get out of the at­ 
mosphere of inlrigue and scandal which 
seems to be the vital airof political capitals, 
and consider the people who are toiling in 
the fields. The people believe in the utili­ 
ties of irrigation, which they have proved. 
They see around them fruitful fields which 
irrigation has created, and they will never 
admit the justice of outlawry of the means 
they have used to make homes for them­ 
selves.—S. F. Alta. 
Riparian obstructionists like the Chronicle 
affect to believe in irrigation, but they will 
be satisfied with nothing short of a revolu­ 
tion which it will take a century to accom­ 
plish. They advocate the destruction of 
the system which the needs of the people 
have been developing for forty vears, and 
the erection of a paper edifice like those 
French Constitutions, which, ignoring all 
historical conditions, used to succeed each 
other at intervals of about six months.— 
S. /•’. Post. 
The cause of irrigation is solid enough, 
and for that matter always has been. But 
there is a difference between "irrigation” 
for the people, and “appropriation” lor 
water monopolists. The San Francisco and 
Sacramento papers referred to as "against 
us,” are not against irrigation, but they are 
very decidedly opposed to water monopoly. 
So "far as the "Solid South" and the "San 
Joaquin Valley” are concerned, the senti­ 
ment of the people is: No monopoly in 
water, either riparian or appropriative.—

LANDING OF CHINESE SEAMEN IN 
AMERICAN PORTS. 


A djournm ent o f C ongress—T ilden's , 
F nueral—F rau du len t Land E n­ 
tries—B oating A ccident. 
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DOMESTIC NEW S. 
A djournm ent of Congress. 
W ashington, August 5th.—While the 
Clerk of the House was reading the Presi­ 
dential veto on the pension bill, the Presi­ 
dent’s Assistant Seeretary, Prnden, appeared 
at the north door of the chamber and was 
instantly beard. The message he heid in 
his hand became the target for every eye. 
When he announced the approval of the 
deficiency, the sundry civil and the river 
and barber bills, there was a round of ap­ 
plause, and the gloom which had settled 
upon the members by reason of rumors 
that were rife that the river and harbor bill 
had been vetoed, was dispelled. At 2:25 
the committee appointed to wait on the 
President and inform him that Congress 
was ready to adjourn, appeared at the bar 
of the House and announced it had per­ 
formed its duty and that the President had 
nothing further to communicate to Con­ 
gress. On motion ol O'Neill, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. the Senate bill was passed accepting 
the gift of the Grant relics. On motion of 
Springer, tbP adjournment resolution was 
taken up and the amendment of the Sen­ 
ate fixing the hour of adjournment at 4 
o'clock to-day was concurred in. It is 
probable that the President and several 
members of his Cabinet will attend the 
funeral of Tilden. 
After recess Hiscuck of New York moved 
to suspend the rules and pass a bill regulat­ 
ing the duties on tobacco shippers. His- 
cock took the floor and spoke in support of 
his motion until seven minutes before 4. 
The next three minutes were consumed in 
attempting to secure consent to have a 
majority report on the tariff bill printed in 
the Record, and then the Speaker, without 
any preliminary remarks, declared the 
House adjourned sine die. 
W ashington. August 5th.—At 3:45 the 
Senate received a message from the Presi­ 
dent announcing that he had signed certain 
hills. After a short delay the hour of ad­ 
journment arrived. Tire chairman thanked 
the Senators for their uniform kindness 
and courtesy towards him, and then de­ 
clared lire session closed.

The Landing of Chinese Seamen. 
W ashington, 5th.—The acting Secretary 
of the Treasury has received a letter from 
the Collector of Customs at San Francisco 
in regard to the landing there of Chinese 
who claim to be entitled to such privilege 
because they are seanren belonging to the 
crews of vessels arriving at that port. It 
seems that such Chinese have been allowed 
to land without any guarantee for their de­ 
parture from the United States, on the 
theory that such practice is authorized by 
the ruling of the Department in the case of 
Wing Hong. He was a se iman on a ves­ 
sel which arrived at New York, and was 
permitted to land, in accordance with the 
decision of the United States Circuit Court 
of New York, to the effect that a Chinese 
seaman temporarily arriving in the United 
States on his vessel might land for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining employment on another 
vessel leaving the United States, provided 
be gave security to reship within thirty 
days. Secretary Fairchild, in a letter to the 
Collector at San Francisco on the subject, 
says that the practice at that port seems to 
have been outside said derision, inasmuch 
as it appears that not only Chinese seamen, 
but Cfrinese stow-aways have been permit­ 
ted to land there under the guise of seamen, 
without any formality or giving any securi­ 
ty for their appearance. Mr. Fairchild adds 
that in his opinion only such seamen are 
entitled to land in the United States under 
said decisions as are obliged, in the ordin­ 
ary pursuit of their calling, to leave their 
ship for the purpose of obtaining employ­ 
ment in other vessels in which to return, 
or to leave the United States, but that no 
such Chinese seamen should be allowed to 
land until he first makes a proper applica­ 
tion to either the Surveyor or Collector for 
that purpose, and alter furnishing proper 
security, either by his recognizance or 
otherwise, should receive permission to do 
so. He also says that steamship companies 
should not be permitted to land their Chi­ 
nese crews without first making applica­ 
tion, and then giving security, or obtaining 
permission. 
Trial Race of tho Crack Yacht*. 
New York, Augnst 5th.—The Times' 
yachting correspondent writes from New 
London, Conn.: The yacht Priscilla left 
Whitestone yesternooti less than half an 
hour after the Atlantic left City Island, and 
her mainsail was visible for a time front the 
letter's deck when between Sand Point and 
Captain’s Island, but she was so fur behind 
as not to he made out distinctly. In less 
than an hour she was dropped entirely be­ 
low the horizon. She put into Morris' 
Cove, at the entrance to New Haven har­ 
bor, after 0 o'clock last evening, at which 
time the Atlantic was something more than 
twenty miles further down the Sound. The 
run of the Atlantic down the Sound was a 
great performance. It forms the chief topic 
of conversation among yachtsmen here to­ 
day. By many it is said to be the fastest 
run ever made. 
Anyway it showed speed 
enough to render the friends of the other 
big sloops less confident than they have 
been of vanquishing the pride of Bay- 
ridge. 
A Californian Taken In. 
N ew York, August5th.—Mat. Randolph, 
of San Francisco, strolled into Koster & 
Bials'salooD, on Park Row and Worth 
street yesterday. While there two well- 
dressed young fellows introducod them­ 
selves to him. 
He went with them to 
several bar-rooms, and after they left him 
he missed a $100 bill. The thieves wire 
caught and held in $1,000 bail for trial. 
Heavy Appropriation Bill*.

Tilden’* Funeral. 
Yonkers (N. Y.), August-Lh.—G rey stone 
is thronged this morning with friends of 
the dea-l statesman, Samuel J. Tilden. I»ast 
night the body was embalmed by tire un­ 
dertaker in charge. The body now lies on 
a catafalque in the southwest corner of tho 
second story of the building. The parlor 
is being draped with mourning. Funeral 
services will be held at Gcystone Saturday 
morning, at 10 o’clock, after which the re­ 
mains will be taken to Lebanon. Columbia 
county, for burial. Mrs. Mary B. Pelton 
arrived this morning from Narragansett 
Pier. She was driven to Greystono imme­ 
diately, where she met other members of 
the family, and completed arrangements 
for the funeral. The pall bearers have not 
yet been selected. It is the wish of Mrs. 
Pelton that the funeral be us private as 
possible. 
Y onkers (N. Y.)t August 5th.—Among 
the names mentioned to serve a pall bearers 
are Charles A. Dana, J. II. Reed) Smith M. 
Weed, Hon. Samuel J. Randall, Hon. John 
Bigelow. Andrew H. Green, President 
Cleveland and Governor Hill. ThefuDeral 
car used will be a square glass hearse, with 
the drapings entirely removed. The casket 
at the funeral will be handled by the em­ 
ployes of the deceased, among whom will 
be the butler, Gilbert; tire coachman, Denis 
O’Hara; the valet, I-ouis Johannsen, and 
Captain Healey, of the yacht Viking. It is 
not decided yet who will officia'e at the 
funeral. Mrs. Pelton suggested the names 
of Rev. Dr. Crosby and ol Rev. I)r.

Tire Work of tire California IX-Icgiitioi*. 
W ashington. August 5lh.—The Califor­ 
nia delegation in the llonse this session 
has worked together iu most perfect har­ 
mony, and has accomplished it’s full share 
of business. There have been none of tho 
bickerings and jealousy that characterized 
the delegation in the last Congress. Some 
were more successful, or rather fortunate, 
than others, in getting through local meas­ 
ures. but in all cases iltey have aided each 
other with utmosteordiality and kindly fceL- 
ing. Markham, as one of the Conferees on 
the river and harbor bill, was very suc­ 
cessful in promoting California interests, 
and especially in securing the restoration 
of the debris clause i f the bill. In this ho 
was ably assisted by McKenna, who drafted 
the clauses originally, and 11bored unceas­ 
ingly for their adoption. Markham got 
through botb hous s his bill dividing the 
State of California into two judicial dis­ 
tricts. He kept his eyes on the bill until 
it was sent to the White House, where it 
was signed bv the President to-day. 
The President cannot appoint a Judge 
lor the Southern District during recess, but 
will do so as soon as Congress meets in 
December, it is understood that he will 
appoint John D. Bicknell, of Los Angeles. 
Felton has been energetic in pushing all 
measures of interest to the Pacific Coast. 
He secured the passage of several private 
bills, the most important of which is the 
bill for the relief of the employes of 
the Twelfth Lighthouse District, who 
suffered by the defalcation of Jack 
Best. This bill will give tho city 
of San Jose, $10,000. Loutiit, as a member 
of the Pensions Committee, has been en­ 
abled to do good service for the soldiers, of 
the Pacific coast, and has labored faithfully 
for their interest, as well as of all soldiers 
of the country. He has devoted himself 
chiefly to anti-corporation legislation. He 
has lost no opportunity to strike a blow 
at the Union Pacific Railroad Company. 
Being a member of tire Committee on Pub­ 
lic Buildings, he has been charged with 
lukewarmness in the matter of the San 
Francisco Postoflice building, but there 
does not seem to bo any foundation for the 
charge.

CALIFORNIA 
LEGISLATURE. 


OPINIONS OF THE 
PHESS. 


Some legislators, in the course of the 
debate on the dismissal of the infamous 
Terry assault upon the Supreme Court, 
took occasion to express their supreme 
contempt for the press, and to inveigh bit­ 
terly against all men who recognize or ac­ 
cede to its influence. 
The contemptuous expression of these 
gentlemen is nothing new. 
It invariably 
results that when the press discusses pub­ 
lic questions, some of those who differ 
from it take occasion to vituperate against 
it. 
And it is well, for more forcibly than 
anything else it testifies to the usefulness 
of the press. 
When, however, these gen­ 
tlemen have the press with them, it is 
marvellous how exceeding gracious they 
are to this same “ despised” influence, and 
how proudly they point to it as the expo­ 
nent and the creator of public opinion. 
They fall into error if they, suppose that 
in manifesting their utter indifference to 
what the press may say, they are voicing 
their contempt for the expression of indi­ 
vidual writers. 
The press does not create 
or formulate public opinion— it reflects it. 
The average judgment of the country may 
lie accurately ascertained from press ex­ 
pression taken as a whole. 
11 reflects the 
division in public sentiment quite as ac- 
eurately as would a census of the question 
involved in a given debate. 
The editorial 
writer may be a factor in the modifying of 
public opinion, but, according to our view, 
one of very limited importance. 
For public opinion is a growth ; it has 
its genesis in the thought of individual 
citizens, and the aggregation 
of 
this 
thought, taking shape and developing im- 
jKirtauce by accretion, becomes publicjudg- 
ment. divided, or practically unanimous, 
as the case may be. 
Now the facts of daily life in public cir­ 
cles, as reported by the newspapers, un­ 
questionably form the basis, in part, of the 
individual judgments, the aggregation of 
which makes what we denominate public 
opinion, and to a certain extent, also, the 
expression of journals aid in this forma­ 
tion, just as do other private judgments. 
But when it is claimed that the press cre­ 
ates public opinion, there is set up an er­ 
roneous pretension. 
And it is noteworthy 
that this is most frequently made and with 
hut rare exceptions, by those not connected 
with public journals. 
Seldom, indeed, 
does the practical journalist assert the 
claim. 
He knows it is not true, if he is 
well-informed and thoughtful. 
He knows 
that the new-paper reflects a shading of 
public opinion, is its exponent, the vehicle 
for its dissemination, not its creator. 
For 
if it were, all other citizenship would be 
subservient to that which pretentiously 
invests itself with types, paper, press and 
ink as mediums through which to express 
its thought. 
The absurdity of any such 
propositara is obvious. 
If these exasperated 
legislators had 
thought clearly, and less vituperatively, 
they might have conformed their expres­ 
sion to the truth by saying that they enter­ 
tained contempt for this that or the other 
specific journal, and refused to recognize it 
as an influencing agency. 
No one could 
object to such a statement, any mare than 
if the legislator had siíld that he cared 
nothing for the individual expression of 
Brown, Jones or Smith. 
But if Brown, 
Jones and Smith constitute a majority of 
the community in a democratic form of 
government, and are agreed in sentiment 
on a public question, we take it that the 
boldest of Representatives would scarcely 
defend the propriety or justify the indiscre­ 
tion of contemptuous and vituperative ex­ 
pression concerning this democratic mani­ 
festation of the will of the governed, over 
whom the government properly extends its 
power by their free consent, and that only. 
So then, when the press is contemned 
and its agency derided in public affairs, it 
is the equivalent of denouncing the senti­ 
ment of the citizenship of the country, of 
which the press in its collective capacity 
is simply the exponent, nothing more. 
If it does not reflect public sentiment, if 
it does not voice public opinion, he sure 
that the people will make it known, and 
legislators and all others will remain in no 
doubt concerning it.

GEAND ARMY NEWSPAPER EDITIONS. 


The San Francisco Herald of Trade in 
referring to the splendid editions of some 
of the San Francisco papers, in honor of 
the visit of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, holds, that with most of them, it 
was “ wasted opjxtrtunity.” 
The Herald 
says: 
Transcribing chapter after chapter and vol­ 
ume after volume of history for the columns of 
the daily press seems a waste of energy. Dur­ 
ing the excitement that prevails this week not 
one In 100.000 have read any of these papers 
through. The object aimed at was to furnish 
papers that would he sent East and kept as 
souvenirs of the occasion. Still, it Is something 
like sending coals to Newcastle to rewrite the 
long story of the great events of the war for the 
benefit of people who necessarily know more 
about these details than ourselves, because 
many of them were on or near the spot, or read 
them from day to day as furnished by the war 
correspondents who followed the army at the 
time, or heard them fresh from the lips of par­ 
ticipators when they were at home on furlough 
or alter being mustered out. 
And we concur. 
"While we do not deny 
the enterprise of our contemporaries, nor 
under-estimate their energy, or tlie great 
output of money and labor and skill these 
issues called for, nor deny them one tittle 
of the deserved praise due them, we be­ 
lieve that they made a mistake in their 
method. 
What our guests wish to hear 
and read about is California. 
It is that 
they came to see ; of its capabilities they 
desire to learn ; its system of agricultnre 
they wish to inquire into; the opportuni­ 
ties for home-seckers they are anxious to 
ascertain. 
Mammoth papers that would 
have 'most interested them would have 
been such as treated mainly of California. 
It would not have been treated as selfish 
advertising, nor the seizing of the oppor­ 
tunity of the host to do a good turn with 
the guest for our own household. 
On the 
contrary, the Grand Army people ex­ 
pected to read much of this State in the 
local press, and to be able to confirm its 
truthfulness by observation. 
The Herald 
further indulges in these comments: 
The Chronicle of Monday did a little better; it 
lmd a good article on northern California, with 
a map of the railroads and public lands iu the 
northern counties. But we would like to have 
seen one-halt the space given to war history — 
the best of which was taken hodily from well- 
known books or Eastern magazine articles— 
given to detailed descriptions rit the special fea­ 
tures and productions of the several counties of 
thisSta’e, as well as of those which are com­ 
mon to all California. We want the East to 
know more about this coast, and we have missed 
grand opportunity. Many times it lias oc­ 
curred that Californians iu telling in the East 
the plain truth r.f the wonders of the Pacific, 
have been treated with incredulity, liut if the 
facts had been plainly stated in the newspapers 
which our visitors are sending to their friends, 
and on their return their .statements hail been 
derided as exaggerations, our 20.000 visitors from 
all parts of the Union could reply : “ This state­ 
ment is true, and that statement is true, for I saw 
these things with my own eyes.” Good for Cali­ 
fornia will come out o' the veterans’ visit, but 
more might have come had the great dailies di­ 
rected their energies more to publishing in­ 
formation about this country" and a little less to 
making compilations of histories. 
And the soundness of these statements 
and conclusions is not to he questioned. 
Our great dailies at the “ B ay” have 
missed their opjiortunity. 
Some of the 
weeklies have done better, and all of the 
country press that issued special numbers, 
so far as the exjiosition of’California in­ 
terests are concerned, 
clearly eclipsed 
them. 
A good many interior papers have 
issued “ G. A. R. editions,” and in every 
case great credit was deserved. 
We 
do 
not recall one in which California, and 
the immediate locality where the journal 
is published, were not made the texts for 
most of the matter 
and 
illustration. 
Neither cio we recall an instance in which 
there was misrepresentation or exagger­ 
ation. 
It was all solid information about 
valley and foothill, mountain and seashore, 
soils, cultivation, products of all kinds, 
prices of staples and necessities, educa­ 
tional 
advantages 
and 
transportation 
facilities, prices of lands, opportunities for 
home seekers, fruit culture, grape growing, 
the cultivation of citrus fruits, state of 
society, and so on through a long chapter 
of truthful and valuable matter. 
Every 
one of this class of special issues ought 
to have wide distribution at the East. 
If 
the 
immigration agencies 
have 
been 
awake they have secured thousands of 
these papers and placed them in the 
hands of our visitors. 
Every such paper 
will he taken “ back East;” it will be seed 
in good soil and it must hear fruit to our 
gain.

May 
thi9 additional admonition teach us ‘ soto 
number our days that we may apply oui hearts 
unto wisdom." May those who survive him 
shun his weaknesses and emulate his virtues. 
May the President of these United States be en 
dowed with a double portion of wisdom, that he 
may faithfully perform all the obligations rest­ 
ing upon him. May his life aud health be 
precious in Thy sight. So wilt Thou preserve 
our nation from insurrections aud revolutions, 
and may we be that happy people “ who-e God 
is the Ixird.” And may peace and prosperity 
abound in all our borders. Wilt Thou so bless 
this legislative body in their deliberations to­ 
day that they may reach just and wise conclu­ 
sions. 
Journal of preceding day read and approved. 
Petitions from citizens in regard to irrigation 
were offered by Johnson of Sonoma and Routier. 
Referred. 
RESOLUTIONS. 
Boone offered the tollowing : 
Rrsohfd, That in the death of Samuel J. Tilden 
we recognize the loss of an able and respected 
American citizen, one of the few' who possessed 
the qualities of a grand party leader, and whose 
abilities have left their impress upou the social 
and political conditions ot our country. 
Cross moved to amend by inserting before the 
name of Tilden the words “ ex-President." 
Johnson oí Sonoma offered the following sub­ 
stitute : 
Hrsnlrefl. That iu the death of Samuel J. Tilden 
the country has lost one of its ablest aud most 
distinguished citizens; and that, when the Sen­ 
ate adjourns to-day, it adjourns out of respect to 
his memory. 
The substitute was adopted unanimously. 
Cross offered the following: “ Kewlml. That 
all the committees of the Senate be instructed 
to report next Monday all bills referred to 
them." 
He thought it about time to do some­ 
thing. It was desirable that a test vote be 
taken at an early day on some proposed irriga­ 
tion measure, to* dete mine whether or not the 
Senate is disposed to pass any bills relating to 
that subject. If not, the members had better 
go home. He thought the committees could all 
act on the bills before them by Monday; but, if 
not, further time could be granted. Most men 
need spurring up to act promptly in this super­ 
heated weather. In his opinion, every Senator 
knows already how he would vote on any of the 
bills on the file. Another branch of the State 
Government is resting, aud disposed to do noth- 
iug until the Senate shows its hand. 
Lynch spoke in favor of the resolution. For 
his part he was ready to vote in favor of ad­ 
journing sine die, and he thought the people of 
the State would prefer to have the Legislature 
do so at once.

RILLS INTRODUCED. 
By Yule—An amendment to Article VI. of the 
Constitution relative to the reorganization of 
the Judiciary, providing that the Supreme Court 
should consist of five Justices, elected for twelve 
years, at an annual salary of £12,000. All Su­ 
perior Judges shall receive an annual salary of 
$1,00"! except the Judges in the counties of San 
Francisco, Alameda, ban Joaquin. Los Angeles, 
Santa Clara, Sacramento, Butte, Nevadr., Sono­ 
ma, Yuba aud Sutler, combined, who are to 
receive £4,000. 
By Hazard—An Act to propose to the people 
an amendment to Section 25 of Article IV. of 
the Constitution, relative to the Legislative de­ 
partment. j Constitutional Amendments.] This 
amendment provides that nothing iu the sec­ 
tion shall prevent the legislature from passing 
laws having local application regulating the 
diversion, distribution and use of water for 
ir; igation. 
By Firebaugh—An Act proposing an amend­ 
ment to Section 1238 of the code of Civil l’ro- 
cedure, iclating to the public domaiu. [Com­ 
mittee on Irriga’ion.] This bill merely provides 
that the right of eminent domain shall apply te 
water rights. 
By Watson of Alameda—An Act proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution relative to w iter 
rights. [Constitutional Amendments, j This bill 
declares the innavigable lakes and all non- 
uavigablc rivers, brooks, rivulets and rills, and 
the surplus waters of navigable streams, the 
property of the State. The waters to be dis­ 
tributed in a way hereafter to be provided by 
law. 
RESOLUTION RECONSIDERED. 
Davis, in accordance with notice given on 
Wednesday, moved a reconsideration of the vote 
whereby the following (May’s) resolution was 
adopted: 
Rc&jlroi. That it is inexpedient to take fur 
ther action iu regard to the charges of David S. 
Terry against Cnief Justice Robert F. Morrison 
and Associate Justice John It. Sharpstein. 
McMurray moved a call of the House. 
On roll being called it was ascertained that 
there were eighteen absentees, all but two of 
which had been granted leave of absence; there­ 
fore further proceedings under the call were 
abandoned. 
The reconsideration caused a lively debate, 
somewhat similar to that of the day before. The 
motion to reconsider was adopted by the follow­ 
ing vote:

On motion of Edwards, both the amendment 
of Jordan and the resolution of May were tabled 
by a vote of 40 ayes to 21 noea 
This action on the part of the House so thor­ 
oughly disgusted May and Jordan that they 
arose aud asked for indefinite leave of absence 
for the balance of the term. .May's request was 
denied, anu Jordan did not press his. 
Hollister presented a memorial from Pomoua 
Grange, expressing alarm at an extra session 
being called with the object of nullifying a de­ 
cision of our highest Court, aud by retroactive 
constitutional amendments to extinguish, by 
the repeal of a law, property rights acquired by 
virtue of law in force. 
At 11:40 a recess was taken to 2 p. m. 
Afternoon Session 
The Assembly reconvened at 2 p. m. 
Lang Offered a resolution directing the Com­ 
mittees on Irrigation and Constitutional Amend­ 
ments to report back all the bills now iu their 
possession, on or before Tuesday, August loth. 
Adopted. 
GEKERAL FILE. 
The general file wa-s next taken up. and As­ 
sembly Bill No. 2 (Mount's», an Act to aoiend au 
Act entitled an Act in establish a Civil Code, 
approved March 23, 1872, was read a second 
time. 
Firebaugh offered to amend by inserting : 
“ In so far Lhat said Section 1422 shall uot here­ 
after apply to any of the following counties or 
any lands or waters therein, to w it: Fresno, Tu­ 
lare, Kern, San Bernardino 
Los Aogeles and 
San Diego. But nothing in this Act shall be 
construed to take away or impair any vested 
rights to land or water." Lost. 
Walrath moved to make further consideration 
of the bill a special order for Monday next at 
2 P. M. 
Munday and May opposed the mouoa. It was 
adopted -ayas 31, noes 22. 
At 2:45 p. m. the House adjourned. 


W ORK IN COMMITTEE. 


Right» met yesterday afternoon, Mr. Taylor in 
the chair. There were present Messrs. Spencer, 
Foster, Reddy, Days, Cross, Del Valle, laowe, 
Saxe and Wright. The committee resumed con­ 
sideration of Del Valle's bill (No. 16), which had 
been substituted for No. 1, concerning the own­ 
ership, appropriation, diversion, and use of wa­ 
ters in this State. 
Cross moved to amend by adding to Section I 
the words, “ or for other beneficial purposes.” 
m> as not to interfere with the rights of owners 
of original mining canals to apply the same to 
agricultural uses. The amendment was adopted. 
Lowe moved that the committee report the 
bill back, as amended, with the recommenda­ 
tion that it pass. 
Spencer spoke- against the bill. He claimed 
that it started out with a false declaration—that 
“ the waters of all natural streams are the prop­ 
erty of the people”— a declaration that conflicts 
with the Constitution. The Legislature could 
not give force to such a declaration iu the face 
of the Constitution. He argued at some length 
to show the other provisions of the bill were 
calculated to inflict great injustice upon the 
original locators of lands on the banks of 
streams. He did not believe that the waters of 
all natural streams are now, or ever were, the 
property of the public, and was opposed to the 
clause which confirms righ's •• now acquired to 
divert and appropriate water,” etc. This, he 
held, might confirm^he present uppropriators’ 
rights which had not yet accrued under the 
Code. 
The roll was called, and the bill ordered en­ 
grossed as amended, bv the following vote : 
Ayes—Del Valle, Reddy, Foster, Wright, Lowe 
—o. 
Noes—Spencer, Saxe, Taylor—:!.

The bill as amended (and the only one yet re­ 
ported by any Senate committee) reads as fol­ 
lows. the amendment beiug iu brackets : 
Au Act concerning the ownership, appropri- 
tion, diversion and use of waters in this state. 
Section 1. The waters of all natural streams 
within the State are hereby declared to be the 
property of the public, and dedicated to the 
use of the people of the State. Such waters 
may be diverted and used for irrigation or other 
beneficial purposes under regulations prescribed 
by law; provided that navigation iu navigable 
streams, under the control of the United .States, 
shall not be impaired; and provided that the 
rights now acquired to appropriate, divert and 
use water shall not be impaired so long as such 
water is applied to the purposes for which the 
same has been appropriated [or for other bene­ 
ficial uses]. 
Section 2. All Acts and parts of Acts which con­ 
flict iu any way with the provisions of this Act 
are hereby repealed. 
Section 3. This Act shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 
The next bill considered was Senate bill No. 
12, presented by Mr. Saxe. It is emitted an Act 
to define riparian rights, and provides as fol­ 
lows: Riparian rights as declared in Section 
1422 of the Civil Code of the State of California 
are hereby declared to consist of the right to 
the utse of so much of any body of water flow­ 
ing through, or contiguous to, the lands of any 
proprietor, us is necessary for domestic use, the 
watering of stock, irrigation when practicable, 
and mechanical purposes, where the water is 
returned into its original channel, and all sur­ 
plus of said waters may bo used by others for 
the same purposes. 
The merits of the bill were discussed at some 
length by Messrs. Saxe, Spencer, Reddy and 
others, it was finally coutiuued for further 
consideration. 
On motion, the committee adjourned to meet 
on the following day on the adjournment of the 
Legislature. 


THE INVESTIGATION. 


The principal topic of conversation at the 
Golden Eagle last evening was the charges of 
imbecility against Justice* of the Supreme Court 
Morrison and Sharpstein. The interest was 
somewhat 1 lightened when Speaker Parks came 
into the reading-room aud announced the fact 
that he was iu receipt of a telegram from the 
Chief Justice, saying he would be in this city 
to-day. The case us it stands at present is as 
follow*: 
On Thursday, July 20th, the following resolu­ 
tion, introduced in the Assembly by Morris of 
Alameda, was passed: 
W h e r e a s , It has been charged by the com­ 
plaint of 1). S. Terry, a citizen of this State, that 
R. F. Morrison. Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and John R. Sharpstein. Justice, have, 
since th-ir election to their office, become per­ 
manently incompetent, by reason of both phvs • 
ical and mental infirmity* to discharge the du­ 
ties of their office ; therefore 
Rrsoivfd, That a committee of seven be ap­ 
pointed by the Speaker to investigate the said 
charges, und that a copy thereof be furnished 
said K. F. Morrison, Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the State of California, and John 
K. Sharpstein, Justice of said Court. 
The Speaker, in accordance with that resolu­ 
tion, the same day named a* a committee the 
following : Morris, McJunkin, Gregory, Ashe, 
MKihishan, Henry and Davis. 
On Friday, July 80th, Morris introduced the 
following resolution, which was passed : 
Renoir,d. That 
the special committee ap­ 
pointed by the Assembly of the State of Cali­ 
fornia on July 29, 1886, to investigate the 
charges contained iu the complaint filed against 
Hon. It. F. Morrison, Chief Justice, and Hon. 
John R. Sharpstein, Justice, of the Supreme 
Court of the State, ho. and they are hereby, em­ 
powered to send for all necessary persons and 
papers. and to summon witnesses, administer 
oaths, and to jierform all other acts necessary to 
a full investigation of the charges in said com- 
phi ut contained; to appoint a clerk at the usual 
compensation allowed a committee clerk, and a 
stenographer, at the compensation allowed 
Court reporters by law, who shali reduce all 
testimony to writing; to have said testimony 
printed dailf and laid upon the desks of mem­ 
bers: that the Sergeant-at-Arms be, and he is 
hereby, instructed to serve copies of the com­ 
plaint and resolutions herein upon the said R. 
F. Morrison and John R. Sharpstein, and that n 
notice be served at the same time citing the said 
R. F. Morrison and John If. Sharpstein to ap­ 
pear before said committee at the Supreme 
(’ourt-room. in the city and county of Sacra­ 
mento, State of California, on Friday, the 6th 
day of August, A. D. 1886, at 3 o’clock p. m. of 
said «lay. 
On Monday. August 2d. the Sergeant-at-Arms 
made his returns, stating that he had served the 
two Justices with the aforesaid papers at their 
ho nes in San Francisco 
Last evening parties who are conducting the 
case furnished the Sergoant-at-Arms with some 
sixteen or twenty subpeuos for witnesses who 
will have to appear before the committee in this 
city to morrow. The names of the witnesses 
are withheld, bat it is understood that most of 
them reside in San Francisco, whither the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms or one of his deputies will pro­ 
ceed on this morning's train. 
THOSE CHARGES AGAINST SHARPSTEIN. 
The report that charges of corruption were to 
have been filed against Judge Sharpstein, in 
case the vote of reconsideration of the May res­ 
olution did n«-t carry, is not without foundation. 
The fact that the vote to reconsider prevailed 
rendered such action unnecessary, and the 
Terry crowd are very reticent as to what the 
real charges are. It developed, however, that 
one of the “ dark horses” to be launched upon 
the public concerning Judge Sharpstein con­ 
sist* of allegations involving his integrity dur­ 
ing his early practice, some twenty-five years 
ago. but until the matter is made the* sub 
ject of otlieial investigation, the R e c o r d U n io n 
will not use its columns for their recital. 


EXTRA-SESSIONAL NOTES. 


Senator McClure yesterday received the fol­ 
lowing telegram from United States Senator- 
elect Williams, 
dated at Fairfield, 
M aine: 
“ Tender my thanks to the Republican mem­ 
bers of the Legislature. Consult, and wire me 
when I ought to return.” 
It is expected there will he important meet­ 
ings of the Senate Committees on Judiciary, 
Irrigation and Water Rights, and Constitutional 
Amendments to-day, and the probability is that 
by Saturday the Senate will have before it nia 
terial sufficient for several days’ buncombe. 
The impression seems to be gaining ground 
among members of the Legislature that no im­ 
portant legislation wid be effected at this ses­ 
sion. The deeper the water question is in­ 
quired into the more difficult are the problems 
encountered, and the wisest of the members 
seem to be les3 firm in their convictions than 
they were a few weeks ago. This fact is shown 
by the evident aversion of committees to report 
upon the bills before them. 
Senator Cross yesterday read an article from a 
paper called J*ublic Opinion, under a question of 
privilege, in which the members of the Legis­ 
lature 
were 
collectively 
criticized 
iu a 
milk-and-water 
fashion, 
and 
he 
re­ 
marked: 
“If the reporter or editor of this 
journal could be found, by the aid of a power­ 
ful or long-ranged microscope, I would offer a 
resolution that he be committed to some insti­ 
tution ll>r the care of weak-minded people.” A 
cynical newspaper man suggested, aotio voce, 
that trouble and expense might be saved by 
placing a guard at the door and not allowing 
the afflicted editor to leave the Senate Chamber.

W hat the G overnm ent Official» o f Mexico 
Say A bout the Case. 
[Bv telegraph.; 
C ity ok M exico (via Galveston), August 
5th.—Popular sentiment has been so thor­ 
oughly aroused here over editor Cutting’s 
case and the press comments thereon, that 
a representative of the Associat 'd Press 
called to-day at the Castle of Chapuitepec 
to get the views of President Diaz and 
Senor Romero Ruhio and the Minister of 
the Interior, who is visiting at the Castle. 
The latter said that he was happy to pre­ 
sent the facts in the case to the press, and 
entered at once into a very full review of it 
from the beginning. 
He stated Cutting’s 
offense, his character, and that of Senor 
Medina, and went into an elaborate expla­ 
nation of Mexico's right t.i arrest Mr. Cut­ 
ting, from a iegal point of view. ‘"Cut­ 
ting,’’ said the Minister, “ having been 
commanded by the Court to make an 
apology, did so in an Ei Paso newspaper, 
but worded it so as to make it really an 
insult to the Court. This tv wspaper, al­ 
though published in the United States 
Cutting knew to be circulated in Paso del 
Norte, on the Mexican side of the Itio 
Grande, and he took pains to circulate the 
issue containing the reflection on the Mex­ 
ican Court in Paso del Norte, crossing the 
river to this side himself to circulate the 
paper. 
He was thereupon arrested in 
proper legal form and put in jail. 
He was 
treated with even more consideration than 
Mexican criminals. " The Minister was asked 
if he thought the Judge had acted in good 
faith. 
He replied: "‘ I do, and for that 
very reason the executive power here could 
not on demand from tlie United .StatesGov- 
eminent set aside the judicial powers. The 
Government here considered that Cuttiug 
had not only infringed the Code of the 
State of Chihuahua, which makes an of­ 
fense against its citizens committed on for­ 
eign territory punishable by its Courts, but 
had also committed au offense on this side 
of the line by refusing without giving any 
reason to recognize the demand of the 
Judge, using insulting language to that of­ 
ficial, and it was clear that the circulation 
of a statement derogatory to a Court on 
this side of the river constituted a clear 
offense against the law."’ 
“ Then it is for these reasons that you 
have refused to grant au unconditional re­ 
lease ?’’ 
“ Yes. The Government here lias for­ 
warded a very full report of the ease to 
Washington, where it has been submitted 
to Congress.” 
President Diaz then entered the apart­ 
ment and expressed gratification at meet­ 
ing a representative of the Associated Press 
of the United States, and extended a cor­ 
dial greeting. 
The President said : “ I 
presume von have had from Minister Ro­ 
mero Rubio a full explanation of the case 
and an abstract of the grounds for our ac­ 
tion, and I will only say that I have just 
received a letter from the Chief Justice of 
the State of Chihuahua, giving the result 
of the procedure of the Court, in response 
to my request.” 
The letter was then read in full by Senor 
Romero Rubio. 
It showed that the State 
authorities- of Chihuahua had exercised 
every care in treating Cutting with even 
more consideration, the President thought, 
than was necessary, for lie thought it was 
sufficient to treat him as he would treat a 
Mexican citizen imprisoned under the same 
charge. 
“ Do you consider, Mr. President, that 
the case will lead to trouble ?” 
“ I have no apprehension of difficulties 
growing out of such an insignificant atlair, 
which is really only a quarrel between two 
disreputable journalists. 
I think that the 
United States Government was a trifle hasty 
in the matter, owing, probably, to early 
aud inaccurate one-sided reports.”

HEREAS. THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third* of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Teu and kleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California : 


AMENDMENT NUM BER ONE. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt tinder the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: an«l, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this article: and, 
providtd further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ot snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels ou 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts doe to bona fide residents f this átate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


8ec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this átate to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, excvpt railroad property, 
as defined in section Ten of this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian, ou the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except tailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district it! which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or oi»erating a railroad, or 
any i>ortion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half percent upon the gross earnings.earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenunces. and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon ruch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned daring the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; pro>Hded. however, that 
the legislature may at any time pass law's pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gro«s an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by takiDg: 


/drtf The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this átate. 


Second^-The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have beca earned partly within this 
State and partly without this otate, which símil 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and ot?itr Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this state, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to whe 
whole number of milea thereof, bv the use of 
which such e&rningB have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning» thus ascertained 


shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ing* of such railroad* for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purp *e of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be add*?a 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated a* one sys’em shall be 
treated as one road, une-:bird of the tax paid 
by co rp»-» rut ions or persons owning or operating 
mil road* under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir I* thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rai.road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operatetl iu the several couutic*. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall l»e treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration. association, partnership, person or per 
->n-, unlawfully failing or refusing to ray the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall lie- 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxea 
herein provided for, together with such jienaltie* 
as the Legislature muy impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the proiurty 
hereinbefore in this section desiguated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescrib»*. All railroads, so far aa 
the same are situated \i<hm the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ol the district at a special electiou 
held for that purpose, the saíne as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as fur as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tux 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop- 
« rty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary’ notwithstanding. 


S e c . 11. Income taxes may be assessed an«i 
collected from persous, corporations, joint stock 
associations or compauies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such eases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by iujunc 
tiou or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
dslay the collection o f any tax laid under the 
form*of law, except upon a showing thut the 
Fame property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onb upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Coiirt, of a sum equal to the amount of one ot 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir. question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained agaiust the Tax Collect »r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such action» 
must be commenced within thirty days alter 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such action» 
may be*brou?ht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, iu advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. aud such taxes so paid under protest shall 
lie retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer hs the Legislature mav designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing inYhis amendment sha!’, affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tAx, interest or 
penalty; ami all laws in force at the adoption of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legic!ature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained ius herein pro­ 
vided. for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 
Now, Therefore, pursuant to the provision» 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the .Sab- 
mission of Proposed Amendment» to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said amendment i» 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 


Tuesday, November 2 , 1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,” and the b a l l o t» used at such 
election minrt contain the word", "FOR TUB 
AMENDMENT Number One," and the words. 
•’ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon.

W hile it is true th at California, owing to 
the remoteness of her situation, and the 
danger apprehended at the tim e from a 
disloyal elem ent w ithin her own borders, 
did not send a very large num ber of soldiers 
to help fight the battles of the C nion ; and 
while, in consequence, she is not prepared 
to m ake 
any considerable show ing of 
Grand Army veterans, her citizens can 
point w ith pride to her splendid record in 
connection with the several relief organi­ 
zations whose self-imposed duty it was to 
m inister to the wants and comforts of the 
soldiers at the front. There is scarcely a 
county in the State that did not respond 
liberally to the calls for aid during the try­ 
ing years of the war. A gentlem an of this 
city, who was at that tim e a resident of 
Shasta, sends us the following figures show ­ 
ing the contributions forwarded from that 
county. 
These contributions were made 
through the Shasta County Soldiers’ Ilelief

The dif­ 
ficulty occurred a few nights ago at a saloon 
on the southwest corner of Second and 1. 
streets.

E ds. R ecobd-U xiok : To be capable of 
genuine gratitude for real favors is an 
am iable and lovely trait of character, and 
sufficiently rare to call for commendation 
whenever it appears, but to have a disposi­ 
tion so exuberantly grateful as to rush into 
print with a public proclamation of thanks 
for tbe very reverse of a favor, is a phe­ 
nom enon so wonderful that its occurrence 
ought not to be allowed to pass unnoticed. 
Our worthy Mayor, in ins last com m uni­ 
cation on the city debt, after reiterating 
certain statements that have been conclu­ 
sively shown to be incorrect, makes the 
charge against me, upon the authority ot 
ex-M ayor Turner, that a certain agree­ 
m ent by which 
one class of coupon- 
liolders were given an advantage over 
another class “ was not only concocted bv 
Judge Beatty, but at every meeting to push 
said agreement w ith a few favored bond­ 
holders was urged upon the Trustees by 
Judge Beatty, and that he was the moving 
spirit and spokesman in the whole affair. 
Then, after five years, in 1886, J udge Beatty 
gets up before a meeting of the Citizens’ 
Association and denies his complicity in 
the m atter, and says he was opposed to it.” 
Jn your next iBsue, Mr. Turner comes 
out in a letter over his own signature, in 
w hich he flatly contradicts the M ayor in 
every particular, and fully corroborates me. 
F or which, Mr. Brown feels called upon to 
thank him publicly, and, as J also thank 
him , there seems to be but little left to say. 
As for m y advocating tbe one percent, 
levy which Mr. Brown is so exceedingly 
thankful to be able to prove by Mr. Turner, 
he will perhaps consider that liis thanks 
have been wasted when I tell him that lie 
could have proved it by me. 
If there is 
one fact in connection with this whole 
business that has been more notorious than 
any other, it is m y opinion entertained 
from the beginning, and publicly stated on 
all proper occasions, and m any tim es in 
conversation w ith Mr. Brown, that the city 
was legally bound to levy this tax, and 
would surely involve herself in litigation 
if she refused to do so. This opinion and 
prediction of m ine have been vindicated by 
the result, and it is now perfectly clear that 
if m y advice had been followed there would 
have been no favored bondholders and no 
litigation. 
The first Commission would 
have gone on paying off the city debt, and 
by this tim e it' would have been nearly 
paid off. 
' I will tell the Mayor a few other things I 
said about the litigation. 
I told a great 
m any persons, the Mayor am ong them , 
tim e and again, that if the Trustees refused 
to levy the 1 per cent, tax the bondholders 
would certainly go to law with them , and, 
in m y opinion, would compel them not 
only to set apart the 55 cent tax for the 
bondholders, but also 55-100 of the gross pro­ 
ceeds of the water w orks; that they would 
also sue to set apart 55-100 of all the special 
taxes, such as school tax, fire tax, sewer 
tax, etc.; that, whilst I did not believe the 
Courts would set apart any of these special 
taxes, still it was possible they might. 
Now two suits, one by Meyer and one by 
Bates, are pending to set apart 55-100 of the 
gross proceeds of the water works. If 
either of these suits are in proper form and 
proper parties defendant, 1 have no doubt 
it will be decided against the city. 
Meyer 
also has a suit against the city to set apart 
55-100 of the special taxes—school fund, 
etc.—and another to take all money re­ 
m aining in the treasury at the end of the 
year and transfer it to iliecreditors’ sinking 
and interest fund. 
llo w these will term inate I do not know, 
but they have all been brought on the city 
by tbe Trustees refusing to do w hat the 
law said, and the Supreme Court says they 
were implicitly directed to do. 
But they 
substituted their sweet will for the law, and 
the taxpayers are paying the penalty. 
It 
seems rather useless to point out any m is­ 
statem ent of facts made by our worthy 
Mayor, for if you show by the most incon- 
testible evidence that his statem ent is in ­ 
correct, he only reiterates the statement, 
and then adds to it som ething still more 
absurd and further from the truth. 
He 
first charges that the scheme which Judge 
Beatty concocted to favor one set of cred­ 
itors at the expense of another, brought 
about all the litigation and raised tbe price 
of bonds and coupons. 
Then, when bis 
own witness proved I had nothing to do 
w ith that scheme, he turns around and 
says m y advising the Trustees to levy the 
one per cent, tax caused the the city bonds 
to rise from 35 to 54 per cent. 
Xb(V I will 
say that neither one of those things, nor 
did both of them together, raise the price 
of city bonds from 35 to 54 per cent. 
T he two causes together (and I suppose one 
had as m uch to do with it as the other) 
caused the price of bonds to raise about 
three cents, that is, from 33 cents, the aver­ 
age price we had been paying for bonds, to 
36 cents 
After this arrangem ent was made Meyer 
offered 36 cents for bonds. 
W e raised our 
offer to 35 cents, which was as high as tbe 
law would allow us to go. 
Of course 
Meyer got most of the bonds, as he offered 
one cent the higher price. But some parries 
who were selling us coupons, sold us a 
bond or two, rather than send to San F ran ­ 
cisco for the difference in price of one cent. 
W e continued buying as long as we had a 
dollar to buy with. The very last purchase

that we made, except one. was a $1,000 
bond we purchased iu April. 1882. 
Just 
after this, our supply was cut off. This 
was sixteen m onths after that famous con­ 
tract was made. 
Could we have got this bond at 35 cents 
if bonds were worth 54 cents ? 
Bonds 
were never worth 54 cen ts; never worth 
m uch if any over 36 cents until Mayor 
Brown got the decree of the Supreme Court 
directing an annual levy of the 55 per cent, 
tax until the debt was paid. 
After this 
the bonds rapidly rose iti value, until now 
they are worth 60 cents. 
So Mr. McClatchy w ith his repudiation, 
and Beatty with his one per cent, tax, 
raised the price of bonds three cents. 
Brown, with liis litigation, raised them 24 
cents. 
I yield the palm to the Mayor.
